MISCELLANEOUS  GLASS,  EARLY  PART  OF 
19TH  CENTURY. 

1  Decanter,  blown,  diamond  pattern,  label  "Rum"  blown  in. 

2  Decanter,  blown,  fancy  pattern. 

3  Decanter,  blown,  small,  checked  design. 

4  Decanter,  engraved,  with  four  small  wine  glasses  of  similar 
pattern. 

5  Decanter,  blown,  paneled  sides — pattern  inside. 

6  Decanter,  molded,  heavy. 

7  Set  of  3  decanters,  molded — one  blue,  one  "Vaseline"  color, 
and  one  white — an  unusual  set.   Paneled  sides. 

8  Pair  molded  decanters,  rose  design,  with  hollow  stoppers  of 
same  pattern.    (One  damaged.) 

9  Molded  sugar  bowl,  spiral  pattern,  with  lid  ;  clear  ring,  like 
blown  glass. 

10  William  Penn  bottle,  with  Quaker  hat  as  stopper  lid ;  rarely 
found  with  the  hat.    Height,  13  inches. 

11  Molded  lamp,  bowl  engraved  with  grape  pattern. 

12  Molded  lamp,  paneled  sides. 

13  Molded  lamp,  in  shape  or  port  wine  glass;  6  inches  high. 
Unusual. 

14  Molded  lamp,  spiral  pattern,  with  beautifully  cut  astral  globe. 

15  Molded  milk  pitcher,  diamond  pattern. 

16  Molded  cream  pitcher,  diamond  pattern. 

17  Blown  decanter,  "Brandy" — fine. 

18  Molded  lamp. 

19  Hyacinth  glass — molded — mulberry  purple.    Wide  base. 

20  Hyacinth  glass,  white,  blown  ;  barrel  shape. 

21  Celery  glass,  blown  and  cut. 

22  Candle  shade,  engraved  border. 

23  Water  pitcher,  blown  and  engraved. 

24  Hyacinth  glass,  blown — rich  violet ;  beautiful  and  rare  shade. 
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KENSINGTON  GLASS. 

25  Whiskey    flask — full-rigged   ship   "Franklin"   on  reverse; 
sheaf  of  wheat  on  obverse.  Scarce. 

26  Whiskey  flask,  spread  eagle  on  either  side. 

27  Whiskey  flask,  olive-green ;  horn  of  plenty  on  reverse ;  urn 
with  fruit  on  obverse. 

28  Wine  flask,  dark  amber.    Hunter  on  reverse,  fisherman  on 
obverse. 

29  Whiskey  flask,  cannon  on  reverse ;  clasped  hands,  "Union," 
on  obverse. 

30  Whiskey  flask,  Washington  and  Gen.  Taylor.  Small. 

31  Whiskey  flask,  striped  pattern. 

32  Whiskey  flasks — Washington  and  eagle,  and  ship  and  star. 
Both  cracked  (2  pieces). 

33  Milk  pitcher,  beautiful  blue  shade ;  sheaf  of  wheat  on  one 
side,  summer  tree  on  the  other. 

This  has  in  all  probability  been  blown  in  one  of  the  bottle 
molds,  and  finished  off  as  a  pitcher  to  suit  the  zvhim  of  the 
glassblower,  as  we  have  never  heard  of  another  like  it.  It 
is  unfortunately  cracked,  but  so  rare  as  to  be  extremely 
desirable  even  in  this  condition.    (See  Plate.) 


34  Molded  candlestick — vaseline  color. 

35  Pair  molded  salt-cellars,  dark  blue. 

36  Two  white  and  one  blue  molded  salt-cellars,  chipped. 

37  Molded  salt-cellar,  deep  blue,  basket  design. 

38  Eleven  salt-cellars,  various  shapes  and  colors. 

39  Pair  small  dark  blue  vases  or  bottles. 

40  Cake  plate,  pressed. 

41  Five  pressed  saucers,  one  odd.

43  Pair  miniature  demijohns,  greenish. 

44  Small  fancy  flask,  greenish. 

45  Blue  tumbler,  spiral  design. 

46  Blue  fruit  dish. 

47  Pair  pressed  saucers,  slightly  chipped. 

48  Four  pressed  saucers,  small ;  dark  green. 

49  Molded  vinegar  cruet. 

50  Vinegar  cruets,  odd — 3  pieces. 

51  Pressed  glass  cake  plate. 
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52  Nine  miscellaneous  pieces. 

53  One  white  and  2  dark  purple  plates. 

54  Pair  pressed  dessert  dishes,  mulberry  color. 

55  Pair  blown  vases,  silver  and  gold  lined. 

56  Molded  sugar-bowl,  syrup-pitcher,  and  3  other  pieces. 

57  Pressed  salt-cup,  opaque  white,  with  lid ;  diamond  pattern. 

58  One  dozen  pressed  cordial  glasses,  greenish  tint ;  quaint  and 
unusual. 

59  Molded  lamp  — pear-shaped  bowl. 

60  Small  celery  glass.

STIEGEL  GLASS 
Made  by  Homy  Wm.  Stiegel  at  Manheim,  Penna., 
'763-'774. 

62  Vinegar  cruet,  striped  design,  white ;  hollow  handle. 

63  Vinegar  cruet,  beautiful  pink  shade.  Rare  color — the  only 
one  that  we  have  seen. 

64  Water  pitcher,  fluted  sides ;  hollow  handle.  Beautiful  pat- 
tern.   Slightly  cracked  at  base  of  handle.    (Original  defect.) 

65  Water  pitcher,  similar  to  above — spiral  fluted  sides.  Very 
slight  crack  at  base  of  handle. 

66  Water  pitcher,  diagonal  striped  pattern ;  gold  tint.  A 
remarkably  beautiful  pitcher,  in  proof  condition.  (See 
Plate.  ) 

67  Creamer,  deep  blue,  varying  to  lighter  shade ;  ribbed  sides. 
Rare  specimen  (cracked).    5>4  inches  high.    (See  Plate.) 

THE  FAMOUS  STIEGEL  BLUE  URN. 

68  Tall  dark  blue  urn-shaped  vase,  with  opaque  white  rim  at  top 
and  bottom  ;  ornamented  lid. 

This  vase  is  of  exquisitely  graceful  shape,  and  is  one  of 
the  finest  pieces  ever  turned  out  by  Stiegel — it  might  well  be 
called  his  masterpiece.  The  only  other  one  zve  have  ever 
seen  is  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  New  York  City, 
and  is,  we  believe,  considered  the  "star"  specimen  of  the  col- 
lection; but  it  is  not  as  graceful  in  shape,  nor  as  beautiful 
color,  and  lacks  the  top  ornament  (or  button)  of  the  lid. 

The  present  specimen  is,  unfortunately,  cracked,  but  is 
of  such  rarity  and  distinction  that  it  is  extremely  desirable 
even  in  this  state,  and  will  grace  any  collection.  Height, 
with  lid,  12  inches.    (See  Plate.) 

69  Pair  of  emerald-green  port  glasses,  diagonal  striped  pattern ; 
brilliant  and  fine. 
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These  are  pieces  of  the  greatest  beauty  and  rarity — in 
fact,  we  have  seen  nothing  like  them  before. 

70  Lid  of  white  sugar  bowl,  large  diamond  pattern.  White 
Stiegel  sugar  bowls,  while  not  as  beautiful  as  the  blue  ones, 
are  far  rarer ;  and  this  lid  presents  an  opportunity  for  some 
one  owning  a  bowl  without  a  lid  to  make  a  perfect  piece, 
and  increase  the  value  of  his  bowl  many  times  over.  It  will 
fit  a  bowl  of  4^4  inches  inside  diameter  or  a  bit  larger. 

71  Small  tumbler,  enameled  in  red,  yellow  and  blue.  3%  inches 
high. 

72  Large  enameled  tumbler — 6J4  inches  high.  This  is  unusually 
large  for  tumblers  of  this  kind,  making  the  present  specimen 
exceedingly  desirable.    It  would  hold  almost  a  quart. 

73  Large  flip  tumbler,  diaper  pattern,  alternating  with  longi- 
tudinal stripes.   Height,  6  inches.    (See  Plate.) 

74  Flip  glass,  engraved,  bird  design,  Sl/2  inches  high.  (See 
Plate.  ) 

75  Large  flip  glass,  fluted  and  engraved,  6J/-J  inches  high.  A 
magnificent  and  rare  specimen.    (See  Plate.) 

76  Dark  blue  bottle,  striped  pattern,  6l/2  inches  high.  The  neck 
is  chipped,  but  has  the  original  stopper  in  perfect  condition. 

77  Creamer,  of  a  beautiful  sapphire  blue,  brilliant  and  fine; 
large  diamond  pattern.  Ovoid  shape,  with  footed  base, 
graceful  flaring  neck.  Proof  specimen.  5  inches  high.  (See 
Plate.) 

78  Pair  of  saucers,  diaper  pattern,  alternating  with  lozenge 
design.  Very  thin  and  dainty  specimens,  of  the  greatest 
rarity.   Diameter,  6  inches.    (See  Plate.) 

79  Salt-cup,  diamond  pattern  ( white)  ;  footed  base. 

80  Same  as  above,  sapphire  blue. 

81  Deep  blue  salt-cup,  unusual  pattern — rare  piece.  (See 
Plate.) 

82  Small  dark  blue  wine-glass,  with  opaque  white  rim. 
(Mended.) 

83  Light  blue  creamer,  fluted  pattern. 

84  Blue  hyacinth  glass,  with  white  base.   Rare  and  unusual. 

85  Small  flower  vase,  diamond  pattern. 

86  Small  condiment  jar,  with  lid  ;  diamond  pattern. 

87  Port  glass,  diaper  pattern;  base  chipped. 

88  Decanter,  to  match  above.    Beautiful  specimen. 

89  Pair  hanging  lamps,  dark  blue,  diamond  pattern.  (One 
damaged.) 

90  Wine-glass,  flat  bowl ;  diagonal  striped  pattern. 
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91  Small  creamer,  mended. 

92  Pair  small  paneled  bottles — one  blue,  one  ametbyst. 

93  Three  small  port  glasses,  folded  bases. 

94  Small  tumbler,  diamond  pattern. 

95  Pair  similar  to  above — one  chipped. 

96  Another  similar  to  above,  3^  inches  high.  (Mended.) 

97  Small  tumbler,  plain  round. 

98  Plain  round  tumbler,  4}4  inches  high. 

99  Another,  Sl/2  inches  high.  (Narrow.) 

100  Another,  same  height,  4j4  inches  diameter  at  top. 

101  Corrugated  tumbler,  rare  design.  (Mended.) 

102  Small  flip  glass,  heavy  extended  base. 

103  Large  glass,  similar  to  above — 6}<2  inches  high. 

104  Six  miniature  perfume  bottles. 

JERSEY  GLASS 
Made  by  Caspar  Wister,  at  Wisterburg,  near  Salem,  N.  J.> 
from  1730  to  latter  part  of  18th  Century;  and  others. 

105  Eight  crude  heavy  greenish  tumblers,  plain  round. 

106  Two  tumblers  similar  to  above,  but  very  thin,  like  Stiegel 
glass.   Rare  and  fine. 

107  Tall  thin  greenish  tumbler,  with  rim  at  top. 

108  Two  tumblers  and  one  jar,  greenish — cracked. 

109  Three  heavy  tumblers,  paneled  sides — amethyst  tint. 

110  Three  same  as  above — two  greenish,  one  white. 

111  White  heavy  tumbler,  alternating  panels. 

112  White  heavy  tumbler,  plain  panels,  \y2  inches  high. 

113  Paneled  tumbler,  deep  blue. 

114  Two  same  as  above,  whiskey  glass  size. 

115  Paneled  tumbler,  olive  green. 

116  Purple  tumbler,  alternating  panels.    (Purple  Jersey  glass  is 
extremely  rare.) 

117  Thin  tumbler  or  sugar-bowl,  old  and  rare  type. 

1 18  One  blue  and  5  white  whiskey  glasses. 

119  Dark  blue  tumbler,  plain  round.    Very  old  and  extremely 
rare  type. 

120  Whiskey  glass,  same  type  as  above. 

121  Deep  amber  vase-shaped  glass. 

122  Small  toddy  glass,  greenish.    Very  unusual  and  rare.

131  Cream  pitcher,  greenish,  round  body,  wide  flaring  rim, 
extremely  graceful.  One  of  the  very  finest  Jersey  pitchers 
we  have  ever  seen.    (See  Plate.) 

132  Cream  pitcher,  deep  green,  shape  similar  to  above.  Rare 
color. 

133  Cream  pitcher,  blue.    Beautiful  specimen. 

134  Cream  pitcher,  greenish,  festooned  sides.    Slight  crack. 

135  Sugar  bowl  to  match  above  (no  lid).  Slight  crack,  but 
scarce  piece. 

136  Flower  vase  like  above— cracked  at  bottom.  Scarce. 

137  Deep  amber  vinegar  flask,  old  type. 

138  Dark  green  water  pitcher,  cracked. 

139  Round  vinegar  bottle,  greenish,  cracked. 

140  Old  blown  candlestick ;  fine  specimen. 

141  Two  small  greenish  creamers,  cracked. 

142  Blown  lamp,  wide  saucer-shaped  base.  Rare. 

143  Apothecary  jar  and  blown  bottle. 

144  Old  blue  decanter,  heavy-ribbed  sides. 

145  Blown  glass  cup  and  saucer,  amethyst  tint. 

146  Blown  lid  for  cider-bowl,  with  ornament  of  swan  on  top. 
Greenish.  (Cracked.) 

147  Paper-weight,  greenish,  with  setting  hen. 

148  Two  old  salt  dishes,  one  cracked. 

149  Bonbon  dish,  white  whorled  pattern  :  pink  and  white  rim. 

150  Millefiori  combination  paper-weight  and  pin-cup,  latter  hav- 
ing dainty  blue  and  white  twisted  border,  and  is  beautifully 
etched  on  sides.  The  base,  or  paper-weight,  contains  the 
finest  and  most  elaborate  display  of  millefiori  work  imagin- 
able, making  this  specimen  probably  one  of  the  finest  exam- 
ples of  its  kind  to  be  found.

191  Dutch  communion  goblet,  very  finely  engraved. 

192  Pair  tall  purple  wine  bottles. 

193  Two  purple  bottles. 

194  Old  English  rummer,  round  base. 

195  Ditto,  square  base,  rare  type. 

196  Pair  fine  old  French  water-bottles,  blown  and  engraved. 

197  Old  French  urn,  with  handles,  and  lid.    Cracked,  but  rare 

and  desirable. 

198  Dutch  apothecary's  bottle,  white  opalescent  glass,  decorated 
in  colored  enamels.    Has  pewter  screw-top. 

199  Swiss  bottle,  dark  blue,  decorated  in  colored  enamels ;  one 
side  round,  the  other  flat.    Pewter  screw-top. 

200  Dutch  water  bottle,  olive  green.    Has  quaint  old  portrait  of 
Washington  painted  on.    (See  Plate.) 

201  Two  hyacinth  glasses,  dark  blue  bottle,  and  rummer. 

202  Fine  old  cut-glass  sugar-bowl  and  butter-dish ;  both  chipped. 

203  Two  old  molded  creamers. 

204  Six  fine  old  engraved  sherry  glasses. 

205  Six  fine  old  syllabub  glasses. 

206  Pea-green  opaque  glass  compotier,  beautifully  decorated  with 
flowers  heightened  in  gold  and  silver. 

207  Red  Bohemian  glass  sugar-bowl,  with  lid. 

208  Opaque  white  and  green  powder-box  and  perfume  bottle. 

209  Pair  white  opaque  perfume  bottles  and  vase  to  match. 

210  Three  colored  glass  bottles.

Scarce.
